Ruth  Draper,  noted  dramatic 
artist,  evidently  fell  in  love  with 
the  stage  and  auditorium  of 
Northwestern  State  College  while 
here  giving  a  performance,  ac- 
cording to  a  letter  received  just 
recently  by  Mr.  Frederic  Plette  of 
the  Dramatics  Division  from 
Rosamond  Gilder,  Director  of  the 
United  States  Centre  of  the  Inter- 
national Theatre  Institute  and  The 
American  National  Theatre  and 
Academy  in  New  York. 

The  letter  is  as  follows: 
Dear  Mr.  Plette : 

Our  office  has  received  a  re- 
quest from  the  British  Centre  of 
the  International  Theatre  Insti- 
tute for  anv  information,  pictures 
and/or  plans  we  might  have  of 
the  theatre  recently  built  by  the 
Northwestern  State  College  at 
Natchitoches.  It  seems  Miss  Ruth 
Draper  raved  about  your  theatre 
while  in  London,  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  .loint  Council  of  Na- 
tional Theatre  and  Old  Vic  is 
most  anxious  to  receive  all  the 
material  available  on  your  theatre. 

As  you  probably  know,  the 
British  Parliament  has  recently 
granted  one  million  jiounds  for 
the  building  of  a  national  theatre 
in  London,  and  naturally  they  are 
very  interested  in  recent  American 
theatre   buildings. 

If  you  have  any  material  that 
you  could  send  us  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  British  Centre  of  tlie  Inter- 
national Iheatre  Institute  we 
would  be  most  grateful. 

The  international  office  of  the 
International  Theatre  Institute  in 
Paris  has  established  a  Documen- 
tation Centre  on  Architecture 
where    material    on    new    theatre

Nurses'  Training 

Program  Approved 

By  State  Board 

The  State  Board  of  Education 
has  approved  a  program  in  nurs- 
ing education  for  Northwestern 
State  Colletre.  effective  September, 
1919. 

Four  hospitals  in  Shrexeport 
which  have  been  operating  hos- 
pital schools  of  nursing  have  dis- 
continued their  schools  in  favor 
of  collaborating  with  Northwest- 
ern State. 

During  the  first  two  semesters 
and  the  following  summer  session 
the  students  will  be  on  the  College 
Campus  studying  basic  sciences 
and  other  foundation  courses. 
During  the  second  and  third  years 
the  students  will  be  in  Shreveport 
receiving  clinical  training  and  ex- 
perience in  affiliated  hospitals 
and  other  health  agencies  under 
the  direction  and  control  of  tlie 
nursing  school  faculty  of  the 
College. 

Upon  completion  of  the  three- 
year  program,  the  College  will 
issue  a  certificate,  and  the  student 
will  be  eligible  to  take  the  Lou- 
isiana State  examination  for  reg- 
istration  as  a  registered  nurse. 


One  hundred  and  fifty  scholar- 
ships, valued  at  S500  each,  will 
be  made  available  to  nursing 
students  to  cover  cost  of  room, 
board,  laundry,  books,  and  regis- 
tration at  the  College  for  the  two 
semesters  and  the  summer  session 
the  students  are  on  the  campus. 

Graduates  of  the  three-year 
diploma  program  may  take  addi- 
tional courses  leading  to  a  bach- 
elor's degree  in  nursing,  and 
graduates  of  hospital  schools  of 
nursing,  who  are  now  registered 
nurses,  may  also  complete  the  re- 
quirements for  a  degree  at  the 
College. 

The  hospitals  have  underwritten 
1L5  scholarships,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  at  least  this  number 
of  nursing  students  will  enroll  in 
the  nursing  program. 

Shreveport  hospitals  collaborat- 
ing with  Northwestern  State  Col- 
lege in  the  new  nursing  program 
are  the  Shreveport  Qiarity  Hos- 
pital, Highland  Sanitarium,  Inc.. 
North  Louisiana  Sanitarium,  and 
Tri-State  Hospital.

A  magnificent  three-volume  set 
of  PARIS  DANS  SA  SPLEN- 
DEUR  was  presented  to  the  Col- 
lege from  the  French  "Merci"" 
Friendship  Train  bv  J.  Edgerton 
Pierson.  representing  Governor 
Earl  K.  Long.  The  gift  was  re- 
ceived by  President  Gibson,  Miss 
Eve  Mouton,  Professor  of  French: 
Mile.  Michele  Honegger,  French 
student  from  Lyon,  France,  and 
Miss  Marie  Cloutier,  descendant 
of  the  early  French  families  of 
Natchitoches,  representing  the 
College. 

These  three  volumes  consist  of 


monuments,  views,  historical 
scenes,  description  and  history  of 
Paris  and  its  environs.  Published 
bv  Henri  Charpentier  in  186L 
the  lithographic  work  and  print- 
ing are  a  work  of  art. 

Other  gifts  received  were  nu- 
merous brochures  and  publica- 
tions. One  rather  interesting  gift 
was  a  painting,  a  symphony  in 
blue,  painted  by  a  young  man  who 
asked  that  the  recipient  of  the 
painting  write  to  him.  Miss  Mou- 
ton has  presented  the  painting  to 
a  student  in  one  of  her  French 
classes,  and  the  recipient  has  com- 
plied with  the  request  of  the 
artist.

Of  the  5,000,000  college-trained 
men  and  women  in  the  United 
States,  approximately  1,725,000 
are  confessed  readers  of  a  college 
alumni  magazine.  If  we  modestly 
assume  there  are  two  readers  for 
each  copy  mailed  out,  that  means 
there  are  about  3,500,000  readers 
of  alumni  magazines  throughout 
the  country. 

The  average  circulation  of  the 
alumni  magazine  is  7,735  and,  in 
most  cases  the  editing  is  done  by 
the  alumni  secretary  who,  inci- 
dentally, has  a  number  of  other 
duties  to  perform.  Only  in  the 
larger  schools  with  large  circula- 
tion is  there  a  special  editorial 
staff  whose  sole  duty  is  the  publi- 
cation of  the  alumni  magazine. 

The  above  statistics  come  from 
a  study  made  last  year  by  William 
Bentinck  Smith,  editor  of  Har- 
vard Alumni  Bulletin. 

The  alumni  association  and  the 
alumni  magazine  are  a  typical 
American  institution  and  are  non- 
existent in  the  older  nations  of 
Europe  or  Asia. 

The  reasons  for  the  existence  of 
an  alumni  magazine,  quoting  W. 
B.  Smith,  may  be  briefly  summar- 
ized as  follows: 

"First,  it  is  an  instrument  for 
nterpreting    a    living    and    grow-

ing  educational  institution  to  an 
alumni  body  which  is  also  grow- 
ing and  changing  in  a  variety  of 
ways.  Second,  it  is  a  medium  of 
news  for  alumni  about  alumni. 
Third,  it  is  a  sounding  board  for 
opinion  on  all  subjects,  but  espe- 
cially for  opinion  on  matters 
vitally  affecting  the  good  name 
and  progress  of  the  university  or 
college  which  it  serves." 

Unlike  the  industrial  magazine 
or  institutional  house  organ,  the 
alumni  publication  is  limited 
neither  to  occupation  nor  to  local- 
ity. Its  readers  are  a  slice  of  the 
United  States  from  east  to  west 
and  from  north  to  south.  Above 
average  in  education — and  pre- 
sumably also  in  intelligence — they 
are  bound  together  in  common 
affection  for  a  spot  where  they 
spent  some  of  their  most  stimu- 
lating years;  they  went  news  of 
their  friends  and  their  alma 
mater;  in  the  subconscious,  at 
least,  they  also  share  the  common 
desire  to  advance  the  principles 
and  purposes  of  their  college  and 
university.  They  feel  they  "be- 
long," and  in  the  measure  of  their 
allegiance  to  college  or  university 
they  further  American  education.

Dr.  Henry  L.  Cain,  ex  '22, 
President  of  Mexico  City  College 
and  Superintendent  of  The  Amer- 
ican School  Foundation,  has 
achieved  the  distinction  of  becom- 
ing one  of  Mexico's  outstanding 
educators  and  ambassador  of 
good  will  extraordinary  between 
Mexico  and  the  United  States. 

Son  of  a  Baptist  Minister,  the 
Rev.  William  Henry  Cain,  Dr. 
Cain  was  born  near  Leesville.  He 
graduated  from  the  Leesville  High 
School,  earned  his  two-year  cer- 
tificate at  the  old  "Normal,"  re- 
ceived his  B.  A.  Degree  from  Cen- 
tenary and  his  M.  A.  Degree  from 
Baylor,  and  was  awarded  the 
LL.D.   Degree  from  Centenary. 

After  teaching  in  Blanchard 
Elementary  School  in  Caddo  and 
serving  as  principal  of  Evergreen 
High  School  in  Webster,  he  went 
to  Mexico  City  in  1926  as  prin- 
cipal of  the  high  school  depart- 
ment of  The  American  School 
Foundation.  It  was  a  temporary 
post.  He  has  been  there  ever  since. 

In  1927  he  became  Superinten- 
dent of  The  American  School 
Foundation,  a  position  which  he 
fills  today.  Under  his  direction 
the  American  School,  organized  in 
1895,  has  grown  from  an  enroll- 
ment of  650  in  1926  to  1500  in
